Whereas, A program for voluntary credit restraint, 
as authorized by the Defense Production Act of 1950, has been 


initiated by the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System with the approval of the Attorney General, and 


Whereas, It is imperative that everything possible be done 
'¢o curb inflation, at the same time increasing the production 

of goods and services essential to the needs of national defense 
and to the welfare of the community through the normal 
function of agriculture, industry and commerce, and — 


WHETEAS, The Sixth District Commercial Banking 
Voluntary Credit Restraint Committee has announced the 
details of this credit restraint program for banks, which, 
although addressed to one limited source of inflationary 
pressure, is of vital importance, requiring careful screening of 
loan applications on the basis of their purpose in addition 

to the usual tests of credit worthiness, using as a guide 

the following statement of principles: 


Types of loans classified as proper in the 
Program for Voluntary Credit Restraint 


1. Loans for defense production, direct or indirect, including 
fuel, power and transportation. 


2. Loans for the production, processing and orderly distribution 
of agricultural and other staple products, including 
export and import as well as domestic, and of goods and 
services supplying the essential day-to-day needs of the country. 


§. Loans to augment working capital where higher wages and 
prices of materials make such loans necessary to sustain 
essential production, processing or distribution services. 


4 Loans to securities dealers in the normal conduct of their 
business or to them or others incidental to the flotation 


and distribution of securities where the money is 
being raised for any of the foregoing purposes. 


Types of loans which should not be made 
under the program unless modified 
by circumstances 


1. Loans to retire or acquire corporate equities in the hands of the 
public, including loans for the acquisition of existing 
companies or plants where no over-all increase of production 
would result. 


2. Loans for speculative investments or purchases. The first test 
of speculation is whether the purchase is for any purpose 
other than use or distribution in the normal course of the 
borrower's business. The second test is whether the amounts 
involved are disproportionate to the borrower's normal 
business operations. This would include speculative expansion 
of real estate holdings or plant facilities as well as speculative 
accumulation of inventories in expectation of resale 
instead of use. 


Chere fore, Be it resoived that the banks of the 

Atlanta Clearing House Association subscribe wholeheartedly 
to the statement of principles underlying the voluntary 
credit restraint program and pledge their full support 

to this important anti-inflationary measure.

The Communist offensive in Korea is 
broken. 

It may mean the last desperate at- 
tempt of the Chinese to drive United 
Nations forces into the sea has failed. 
Communist losses have been frightful—an 
estimated 70,000 killed and wounded in 
the five-day period, including about 32,000 
in a single day. 

No aation, whatever its population, can 
long stand up against such punishment. 
And not even a dictatorial regime can 
keep the extent of the bad news from the 
people indefinitely. There already are 
signs the Chinese people are restless. 

Our military men do not believe the 
Chinese are capable of mounting another 
offensive comparable in power to the one 
just defeated by our superior fire power. 
The hope, though it is slim, is that the Chi- 
nese are aware of the futility of trying to 
drive us out of Korea and soon will be will- 
ing to accept reasonable peace terms. 

This feeling is strengthened by hints 
in dispatches from the front yesterday that 
the Communists seemed content in some 
instances to push UN aimies below the 
sth parallel.

There have been charges—and legiti- 
mate charges, we think—that certain con-

It is that the superior fire power, 
the better-trained troops and better strat- 
egy of Western armies can defeat the mass 
armies of the East.

One of 
the perennial complaints of Nehru and his 
Congress Party against British domination 
was the restriction of freedom of press and 
speech of the very sort he now is deter- 
mined to re-establish. 

All of this has had an effect. And 
though it ought not to lessen one whit our 
concern for the 3,000,000 Indians who are 
likely to starve unless help is forthcoming, 
Nehru’s attitude is chiefly responsible for 
the Senate bill putting wheat for India 
on a loan basis rather than as an outright 
gift and providing for part payment in 
strategic materials. 

Nehru, if he is not careful, will destroy 
himself and his party by inconsistency.

Tulsa Scouts na 
Taft or Warren 


WASHINGTON—Among observers who at- 
tended the recent meeting of the Republican 
National Committee at Tulsa, the names of Sen. 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio and Gov. Ear] Warren of California were 
found to loom large as the prospective leading contenders for 
the party presidential nomination next year. 
After buttonholing various national committeemen from dif- 
+ ee sections of the country, political scouts at the meeting came 
way with a rather definite impression that the contest over the 
party prize will eventually shape up between these two men. 
Others continue to figure in the speculation, to be sure—former 
Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Minnesota, Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll of 
New Jersey and, in a somewhat different. category, Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower and Gen. Douglas MacArthur, although the avail- 
ability of the latter two is something of an unknown quantity. 
General MacArthur, of course, has tended to eliminate him- 
self by indicating rather bluntly he will not be a party to any 
political program in his behalf. That, plus his age, has caused 
many Republicans to take him at his word, though there was 
quite a bit of drum-beating for him: at the height of the con- 
troversy raised over his dismissal as Far Eastern commander. 


Significant The fact that Republican leaders seem inclined 

to get away from the deposed general as a presi- 
dential prospect is not without some significance. They see the 
possibility of the issue raised by MacArthur backfiring before the 
next presidential campaign. That could come about through a 
settlement of the Korean conflict short of the means the general 
has been advocating, with its involvement of the risk of a greater 
war. 

Much sentiment is reported for Eisenhower among Repub- 
licans, just as there is among Democrats, but he, too, remains an 
enigma as to his political plans and purposes. Most observers 
are inclined to agree that the only way Eisenhower could get the 
GOP nomination would be to go out actively after it by entering 
the preferential primaries in the various states—something he is 
not likely to do. 

A growing note of caution about Eisenhower has been found 
among Republicans on the score that President Truman may be 
planning to throw the Democratic nomination to the general. In 
some quarters the President is suspected of having a coup of that 
kind up his sleeve. What gives it potency is that he has the 
power in his hands to carry out such a program. He could very 
probably deliver the nomination to General Ike on the first ballot, 
whereas the Republicans could not very well nominate him with- 
out a spirited fight. 


This is said on the assumption that the Taft forces, 
In Front who are far better organized, will not give up with- 
out a heated battle. As of today the Ohio senator is undoubtedly 
far out in front among prospective candidates. There was much 
evidence of support in his direction by the national committee- 
men and committeewomen at the Tulsa gathering, which was 
called to decide on a place and date for the next national con- 
vention. 

But Taft is acknowledged to be still far short of the necessary 
strength to give him the nomination. Looking at the situation 
this far in advance, however, he seems to be the man the others 
will have to beat. 

The name of Governor Warren enters into the picture at this 
stage of the speculation. More than any of the others mentioned, 
the Californian looms as the man the opposition forces are more 
likely to center on as offering the best opportunity to beat Taft. 

Much will depend on the type of campaign Warren conducts 
prior to the convention. Some of his supporters at the Tulsa 
meeting predicted that he may be relied upon to make a deter- 
mined bid. Certainly aside from Eisenhower, none of the other 
potential candidates seem to have as much to offer as Warren. 
Hence events as they are shaping up appear to point more and 
more to a Warren-Taft contest in the convention. 


About the only other interesting note coming out of the GOP 


meet was that little or no talk was heard of Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey figuring in the 1952 contest. The party is evidently taking 
him at his word that he will not run again.

The Paradox in the Picture 


WASHINGTON--An interesting paradox about the jockeying now going on 
here over the 1952 presidential election is that the central figures and issues 
now uppermost may play little part in that event. There is the illusion of 
shadow-boxing by straw men which is, nevertheless, fascinating to watch. Presi- 
dent Truman, for example, naturally is the chief target of Republicans. Pre- 
ponderant opinion now, however, is that he won't be a candidate unless, as some 


Republicans are saying and not facetiously, they, themselves, make him one. 


Senator Taft of Ohio 


certainly is at this stage the leading candidate for the Republican nomination and concurrently, by 
that token, the beloved whipping boy of the Democrats. President Truman periodically throws a jab 


into him to keep him the symbol of Republican- 
ism for Democratic purposes. 

But there is no certainty that he will be the 
Republican nominee; in fact, he may have reached 
his peak already too far ahead of the convention. 


And, as for the overwhelming issue at the 
moment, the Korean War, it is probable that 
it will be over before next year’s elections, 
and thus will lack the explosive qualities 
it concurrently embodies as a political issue. 


Senator Taft seized upon the General Mac- 
Arthur episode and has been chewing at it bel- 
ligerently to an extent not thought possible by 
those who knew the senator in his more pacific 
days.

A Call for Anglo-American Unity 


LONDON—From this angle of vision, at least, the United States appears to be entirely preoccu- 


pied with internal controversy. 


It is time for Americans to look abroad again, however, and not in 


the direction of the Far East, either. For the very foundations of the Western alliance against Soviet 


aggression are trembling and cracking here in London. 


As any sane man must realize, that foun- 


dation is the Anglo-American partnership, which is the hard core of Western strength. A crisis in 
the parthership has now been brought on by the repercussions of the MacArthur controversy in 
America, and by the effects of the Persian oil squabble in Britain. 


In effect, the Persian oil squabble .is rapidly 
becoming a pistol pointed at the heads of both 
partners, requiring them both to define, once 
and for all, their relationship to each other. This 
is so for a simple reason. It is becoming in- 
creasingly unlikely that the British can arrange 
any acceptable compromise of the oil dispute with 
the highly irrational Iranian administration of 
Dr. Mohammed Mossadegh. If the issue cannot 
be negotiated, the British must then choose be- 
tween passively allowing their vital oil resource 
to be expropriated, or sending muons to southern 
Iran to protect it. 


But in this choice, the United States is 
immediately and inextricably implicated, as 
Secretary of State Dean G. Acheson has 
already been plainly told by Sir Oliver 
Franks. For the British cannot venture to 
send troops to Southern Iran, running all the 

grim risks of this action, unless they can 

be sure of American support. As a mini- 
mum they must have American support in 
the United Nations, where they will be 
charged with aggression by the Iranians, and 
will surely be convicted without our ac- 
tive aid. 


A later report will explore the Persian oil 
problem in detail. It is enough to say here, in 
the present report on the Anglo-American rela- 
tionship, that losing the oil resource will be a 
fatal blow to Britain’s status as a world power. 
Furthermore, if we in the United States now 
refuse to stand by our ally in this dark hour, 
this blow will ultimately be blamed upon us. 


No doubt this is unjust and illogical. The 
British Cabinet itself, being Socialist, is nerv- 
ously reluctant to take such a crass, imperialist 
step as dispatching troops to south Persia. The 
risks involved are very nearly as great as the 
risks of General MacArthur’s program, which 
the British have criticized so bitterly. And if 
the British can afford to “agree to disagree” 
with the United States about the status of Com- 
munist China and Formosa, the same rule ought 
to hold true for us in the Middle East. 


But unfortunately, as is so often the case 
in internationa! affairs, both reason and justice 
are irrelevant to the problem. The vital, ines- 
capable, practical fact is that if we let down our 
ally in this unhappy crisis, the Anglo-American 
partnership will rapidly dissolve in a .tempest 
of recrimination. Such is the gravity of the 
choice that now confronts the administration in 
Washington. 

It is tragic that this choice should be forced 
upon the American government at a time when 


all judgments are clouded by the MacArthur | 


controversy. Yet in a way, it is also appropriate. 
What is now happening in fact is like one of 
those turning points in a marriage, which has 
for a long time been going from bad to worse, 
until both husband and wife suddenly realize 
they must behave differently toward one another 
if the home is to be kept together. -If we behave 
boldly and generously, all may yet be well. 

Specifically, the British have received a sharp 
lesson in Persia on the need for a partnership 
to be a two-way street. The majority of them 
have also concluded that the idea of bribing the 
Chinese Communists with a seat in the United 
Nations and with Formosa was never, after all, 
a very good one. 


The time is almost ripe for a close co- 
ordination of the once divergent American , 
and British policies in the Far East. If this 
ean be achieved, and the Persian hump can 

© be got over, the troubles of the past will 
belong to the past. 


The source of those troubles, it should be 
remembered, was the original American decision, 
taken by President Truman immediately after 
the 1948 election, to neglect the defenses of the 
West. Anyone could foresee—and it was re- 
peatedly predicted in this space—that neglect 
of the West’s defenses would lead to a mood of 
appeasement among our more exposed allies. 
And that is precisely what occurred, producing 
all the strange manifestations of British policy 
in the last 10 months. 

It is tempting now, of course, to use the 
Persian problem as the excuse for making the 
British swallow a dose or so of(|the conscious 
rectitude they have been ladling out to us until 
recently. But if the nations of the West are not 
to be destroyed piecemeal by Soviet aggressions 
that appear ever more imminent, the time has 
come to pull together, to make a bold common 
front, and to march forward in unity.

White Gold and a Water Shortage 


TUCSON, 


Ariz.—A dramatic transformation is in progress in the Arizona

lems of water supply and irrigation, wrote after 
that warning: “An incredible story of neglect 
and indifference was unfolded. This county’s 
underground water has been treated as an inex- 
haustible resource, belonging to anybody who 
could get hold of a piece of land and punch 
down a well. The statute allocating surface 
water has been nullified by pumping, which is 
regulated by no statutes whatever. With dis- 
aster staring them in the face, sober citizens 
have talked over the tragic situation and won- 
dered whether it would do any good to have 
Maricopa County declared a ‘critica] area.’” 


In a “critical area,” the drilling of further 
wells and the irrigation of new acreage may be 
forbidden but only after long litigation if the 
petitioner for permission is willing to go to the 
trouble and expense. 


In the very suburbs of Tucson, which, 
until five years ago, was desert and open 
range, homeless horses of good quality now 
wander in bunches up to 20, grazing the cac- 
tus and brush and damaging residential gar- 
dens and commercial citrus groves because 
the conversion of hayfields to cotton has 
forced up the cost of feed so high that their 
owners just turned them loose. 


Gerald Swinehart of New York, who has a 
small winter vacation home in Frontier Village 


and has been keeping two horses of his own, 
offered them, for sale. They cost him $200 and 
$75, respectively, two years ago. The owner of 
the stable replied that he had on hand a fine 
big gelding which he was authorized to give 
away to anyone who would care for the steed. 


William Taylor, a young war veteran from 
Detroit, who still clanks like a Monon engine 
what with the loose shrapnel in his legs, has 
suffered severe damage by stray horses which 
jump his cattle-guards at Desert Treasures, a big 
citrus ranch, to drink from the tree holes in 
groves. They also tramp down the little dikes 
around the trees and rip the branches. Another 
bunch, a few miles to the north along the Oracle 
Road, go marauding at night. They raise hell 
trying to stampede tame horses in corrals. This 
apparently is sheer mischief. 


The problem of the horses is only indica- 
tive, however. It means that the demand for 
Arizona’s long staple cotton, a commodity little 
known to any but persons with a special interest 
in cotton planting and cotton products, has cur- 
tailed hay and pasturage to this extent. 


Desmond Williams, a contractor who has 
done much building, traveled 5,000 miles look- 
ing for a suitable patch where he could either 
punch down wells or tap some existing source. 
He was always a jump behind the other fellow 
and gave it up. There was, he said, a wonder- 
ful chance to make a quick cleanup in the com- 
modity now known as white gold, in a boom

which might blow up by 1952, although, if the 
requirements of war industry continue steady, the 
demand for Arizona cotton probably’ will con-

There is no possible doubt that all this 
new irrigation will seriously impair the 
underground water supply. Some specula- 
tors, including carpetbaggers from other 
states, will buy and clear their land and fetch 
their water and still make a big profit on 
this year’s crop alone. The yield is two 
bales to the acre in ordinary circumstances, 
but in the Casa Grande and Eloy areas in 
Pinal County some land gives three bales. 


However, this is all an area of acute emer- 
gency in the water supply. Eloy is an unsightly 
string town along the main road to California. 
Many of the population are Oakies, Arkies and 


other American migrants. The socia] conditions 
are not fastidious. The planters and the state 
government recently agreed on camp sanitation 
for these nomadic cotton choppers and pickers 
who, in normal times, work also on carrots and 
other ground crops. The ranchers held that the 
plumbing which the Health Department de- 


‘manded as a minimum requirement would be 


ripped out and sold for junk, wherein they spoke 
from experience with a quaint tribe who are 
not all housebroken. Some ranchers prefer Mexi- 
cans as being more civilized and reliable. The 
new code forbids dirt floors and canvas hous- 
ing and provides for showers and some coek- 
ing equipment. 


The government raised the crop objective 
for cotton from 10,000,000 bales in 1950 to 16,- 
000,000 this year.

As You Grow Older?

You think you're not superstitious? But do you believe beai- 
tiful women are usually dumb? Does red hair indicate a violent 


temper? 

Dr. Robert Lagemann, pro- 
fessor of physics at Emory, con- 
ducted this survey on college 
students a few years ago. His 
results showed much supersti- 
tious belief among the college 
crowd. 

We wondered if people out- 
grew their superstitious beliefs 
through experience, and contact 
with the practical world. So we 
conducted a survey of twenty 
popular “pseudo - scientific” 
statements among students at 
the Atlanta Division, University 
of Georgia and the working 
press in The Constitution news- 
rooms. Results showed that 
neither age nor experience 
wither superstitious beliefs. 

More students than newsmen 
believe “long hands indicate 
an artistic nature.” College peo- 
ple believe “singeing helps hair 
grow.” Forty-eight per cent of 
the college people credit “whisky 
is good for snakebite.” They 
think “lightning never strikes 
twice in the same place.” They 
think “ministers’ sons usually 
go to the devil:” they believe 
“beautiful women are usually 
dumb.” 

Lots of the students 
“avoiding another's gaze 


think 
indi- 


cates dishonesty.” Some of them 
think “thufider will cause milk 
to sour,” and “horsehair in 
water will turn into a snake.” 


Forty-four per cent of the 
newspaper people think “fur on 
animals will predict weather.” 
More press people than students 
agree that “fright will turn 
hair gray in a single night.” This 
group feels more convinced that 
“flowers in a bedroom at night 
are harmful.” They think, too, 
“eat oysters only in certain 
months.” 

“Drowning persons come up 
three times” seems convincing 
to the editorial rooms, and so 
does “a square jaw indicates 
will power.” Thirty-one per 
cent of the professionals think 
you can “locate water with a 
forked stick,” and more of them 
than the students believe “han- 
dling toads causes warts.” 

Students and newspaper folk 
agree at twenty-five per cent 
each on “fish is a brain food.” 
The same per cent comes up for 
“red hair indicates a_ violent 
temper.” Thirteen per cent of 
both groups thinks the “sun on 
ground-hog day predicts 
weather.”

three Polish students studying medicine in Bologna, Italy. 


Sending such boxes is part of 
the Ship-a-Box project of. the 
Atlanta Section of the National 
Council . of Jewish Women, 
which was begun in the fall of 
1949

Pocket sandwiches with fruit, 
cookies and milk provide a nu- 
tritious, balanced lunch that re- 
plenishes energy lost in morn- 
ing work and makes a valua- 
ble contribution to daily food 
requirements. Many businesses 
have milk dispensers or cafe- 


terias where soup or beverages 
may be obtained. Fruit stands 
are usually handy too. 

Sandwiches, the basis of a 
pocket lunch, are easy to car- 
ry and quick to prepare in the 
morning when time is_ short. 
Several spreads made up ahead 
of time and kept in the refrig- 
erator speed up things. A varie- 
ty of breads adds interest and, 
just to be doubly sure they 
won't spoil, try putting them in 
the refrigerator during these 
warm days.

Color Less Important 
Than Absorbency in Towel 


Here’s some background, Miss Bride-tobe, before you buy 


trousseau towels, 
A bath towel should suit the room’s color scheme. But more 
important, the towel should be 


drying job. 

The number and length of the 
loops and the closeness of weave 
determine the absorbency of a 
bath towel. The feel of the 
towel indicates its softness and 
body. Closeness of weave can 
be checked by holding it to a 
strong light. A neatly turned 
and firmly stitched hem is an 
indication of quality. 

Dying the leops lessens ab- 
sorbency, textile experts say. 
Deep toned towels, though fash- 
ionable, are not as” absorbent 
as white and pastels. 

Labels often give washing 
instructions.

Dish towels are made from 
linen, combinations of cotton 
and linen and, sometimes, spun 
rayon. Good linen towels absorb 
moisture readily and do not 
lint. Linen and cotton combina-
